Four 
years  of  meeting  academic  and  artistic  challenges  and  excellence  were  rewarded  as 
77  seniors  were  honored  as  recipients  of  scholarships  and  awards  on  May  28th  at 
Awards  Night.  Senior  week  began  with  our  beautiful  Senior  Reception  “Heaven”  at 
Page’s  Colonial  in  Lynnfield,  while  Eric  Couture  and  Tanya  Ventre  served  as  king 
and  queen  for  the  evening.
